W A S no ſooner on Ship-board, than 
| my Head ran ſo towards the Shore, upon 
ſome Flights that had poſſeſſed my Mind, 
whereby I might diſcover my Miſtreſs ;

all Views of my Voyage; and returning to 
Shore again, to make my beſt of my Way 
to London: but whilſt I was full of this 
Scheme, I grew ſo lick, that verily believ- 
ing, I ſhouid be a dead Man in a ſhort.

S it would be ſome Weeks yet. befars
